Washington, July 21.—The United 


States Steel Corpoiation, in obtaining 
the Tennessee Coal and lion company 
and its Southern ore lands, cinched its 
monopoly of the oies of the American 
continent and tied up available fields 
tor independent conceins, declared 
Chairman Stanley of the house Steel 
Trust investigating committee at yes- 
terday's hearing. 


Mr. Stanley made the surprising ad- 


mission that he had discovered from 
his own investigation that the United 
States Steel Coiporation has no mo- 
nopoly of coking coal, but addressing 
his remarks particularly to Richard 
Lindabury, counsel for the steel cor- 
poration, he said that if he could saj 
the same of the ore and transporta- 
tion facilities conti oiled by the trust ue 
would frankly do so 


The committee ineffectually sought 


light from Herbert Knox Smith, com- 
missioner 
of corporations, 
whose 


bureau has been 
investigating 
the 


bteel corporation since 1906 and 
has 


made public only a part of its report. 
The commissioner, standing on the at- 
torney general's interpretation of the 
law that no information could be made 
public without the president's author- 
ization, flatly refused to give the com- 
mittee facts contained in a report not 
yet completed, relating particularly to 
cost sheets furnished b> the steel cor- 
poration. 
He agreed that when the 


report ib ready he would 
urge the 


president to make it public as soon as 
possible. 


Chairman Stanley read a speech of 


.Judge E H £ary, chairman of 
the 


board of directors of the steel corpora- 
tion, made to the board at a meeting 
in 1906 relating to the government's 
investigation 
In this Mr. Gary said: 


"Our finance committee has, been in 


close touch with this matter all the 
time. We have been in frequent and 
almost constant communication with 
Commissioner Garfield 
and moie or 


less wita the president himselt con- 
cerning these 
matters 
Up to date 


they have made no complaint ot us 
whatever, but we ub not know anj 
better than you do what may be the 
future 
We are trying to be frank, 


accommodating to the department and 
we suppose we have an understanding 
that will not be unnecessanlv injured 
and that we will not wiongfully 
be 


charged without having an opportunity 
to show the facts "

Columbus, O., July 21.—The eu 


dorsement 
of 
Governor Woodrow 


Wilson by all the Pennsylvania fac 
tions for the Democratic nomination 
for President has caused uneastnes 
among the close followers of Cover 
nor Harmon here and elsewhere in 
Ohio. 
Consideiable effort had been 


made by friends of Ohio's governor 
to have the Pennsylvania Democrats 
commit themselves definitely in his 
favor at their convention held in 
Harrisburg Thursday. For that rea 
son the disappointment is more ap- 
parent. 


Claims are made that certain anti 


Harmon Democrats In Ohio who are 
known to have influence in nationa 
politics had a finger in the Harris- 
burg proceedings. 


There is also unrest over the fact 


that former btate Chairman William 
W Durbin, of Kenton, member of 
the Board of Penitentiary Managers 
is making war medicine against Gov- 
ernor Harmon. 


Mr. Durbin possess no mean abil- 


ity as an organizer and his acquain- 
tance with the Democratic leaders in 
the nation is wide and' influential. 
Quite recently he was at Washing- 
ton in consultation 
with 
Speaker 


Champ Clark, with Senator James 
Martine of New Jersey, whom Gov- 
ernor Wilson sent to the senate, and 
with Senator John P. Kern, of In- 
idana, who is backing Governor Thos. 
Marshall. 
Apparently he made no 


concealment of the fact that he is 
not m favor of Harmon's Presiden- 
tial aspirations. 


Durbin was not a seeker after the 


office which he now holds, being 
drafted, so to speak, by the governor. 
He does not consider that the place 
carries with it allegiance 
in party 


politics to the head of the adminis- 
tration. 


At Washington he charged that 


the governor played double In the 
legislative liquor fight with both the 
temeperance and liberal 
interests. 


To-day champions of the governor 
say that his pique is due to the fact 
that Harmon vetoed the Haas bill, 
which was designated to prevent stu- 
dents from voting in college towns. 
In the Eighth district the student 
votes at Delaware and Ada universi- 
ties produce large and vexatious Re- 
publican majorities in two counties 
one, Hardin, being his own. 


Mi. Durbin was behind tin's bill, 


and Governor Harmon vetoed it with- 
out looking into its merits as a polit- 
ical proposition. In the United States 
Senatorial fight, Durbin, with his fel- 
low townsman, State Oil Inspector 
William L Finley, -was 
for 
State 


Chairman Edward W. Hanley, of 
Dayton. 


In common with other supporters 


of that candidate he holds the be- 
lief that the governor was back of 
the election of Atlee Pomerene This 
also lasps a little, and the irritation 
is incieased by the fact that in mak- 
ing appointments the old orgaization 
leadoi-s are usually ignored.

A naval hospital ship surgeon 


lias a remedy for seasickness—a 
concoction of icmou and {rmet>r 
taken in the form of lemon soda 
and ginger ale, or a da^h of 
seltzer may be added to a little 
lemon juice and Jamaica jiiuser. 
Iho doctor's idea is that the 
lemon causes a greater secretion 
of the gnstnc juice ami that the 
ginger serves as a stimulant, the 
need of which can be best ap- 
preciated by the victim. It is 
not pretended that it will prove 
effective for everybody. It should 
be taken in small doses as soon 
as trouble seems to be approach- 
Ing, 
although it may be of some 


use at a well advanced stage. 
Uninviting as the beverage may 
seem, it can be made after a lit- 
tle experimenting so that it is 
very agreeable. The lomori juice 
and ginger is not as palatable as 
the soda, but has been found to 
give better results.

MIXING CONCRETE ON THE FARM—No. Ill 


U NDERGROUND cisterns may be built In 


any shape desired. 
For the same 


•mount of concrete, round cisterns (with a 
depth equal to the diameter) will hold the 
most water. 
However, since round forms 


are not easy to flame, most clsteins are 
mad* square. To Illustrate the usual method 
of building:, consider the constiuctlon of a 
cistern- S by 8 by 8 feet In the clear, with 
wall 8 Inches thick and with a capacity of 
121 barrel*. Before beginning the work, have 


measuring the quantities, consider 1 bag of 
cement equal to 1 cubic foot. If gravel tl to 
be used, proportion the concrete 1 part 
cement to 4 parts clean gravel. For the floor 
have the concrete just wet enough to flush 
a little cement mortar to the surface when 
tamped into place. 
See that there Is an 


abundance of mortar around the concrete 
blocks supporting the forms. Immediately 
begin filling the side wall forms with con- 
crete mixed muchy wet and placed In 8 
to 10-inch layers around the entire cistern.

all the materials on hand, slightly more than 
required. 


Locate the cistern In the most convenient 


place. Since the walls are 8 Inches thick. 
Jay out the hole 9 feet 4 inches square. 
The 


concrete bottom Is 6 inches thick. 
There- 


fore, dig the pit to the depth of 8 feet 6 
Inches. Since the concrete cover or platform 
Will be 6 Inches thick, the top of the cistern 
will be 6 inches above the ground, which is a 
desirable feature. 


If the earth walls stand firm, only an 


Inside form will be needed; otherwise make 
a similar form- for the outside of the walls. 
This form should be built (each side sepa- 
rately) previous to digging the pit. so that 
!t may be quickly erected and the cistern 
finished before a possible shower makes the 
hole muddy. For siding, use 1-inch boards 
on 2 oy 4 inch uprights, spaced 2 feet. 
As 


soon as the hole is dug, set up the forms 
on 6-inch cubes or bricks of concrete, with 
1-lnch removable wedges between the forms 
and the bricks. 
The side wall forms will 


Be careful not to shovel the concrete against 
the earthen sides, as dirt in concrete Is liable 
to make a leaky wall. Do not stop until the 
forms are filled. At the proper points Insert 
an overflow, if desired, and a newer pipe 
connection for the water from the down 
spout or the niter, and the pipe connection 
for the pump In the house. This pipe should 
be carried 3 to 4 feet under ground, out of 
danger of freezing. 


To keep out mice, vermin, scrub water 


or 
nith, every cistern 
should be cov- 


ered with a concrete platform, reinforced 
with steel rods. 
After the concrete walls 


have been brought to ground level, set a 
wooden frame around the outside of the 
cistern so as to hold the concrete lor the 
5-inch platform. To run water off the fin- 
ished cistern cover, slope this frame 1-inch 
in the direction desired. Five inches below 
the finished top of the cistern cover construct 
a strong wooden platform of 1-lnch boards 
for flooring. Build this on 2 by 4 Inch joists 
nailed to the uprights of the side form*. This 


platform where the opening to the cistern 
1* desired. An Iron manhole frame and cover 
can also be used. By a similar use of a 
section of a gas pipe or small drain tile, 
leave an opening for the pump stock, if an 
outdoor pump is to be used. 
Around this 


opening in the soft concrete place bolt* 
(waahered) for the pump. To locate the bolt* 
correctly, set them by means of a wooden 
block in which hole* have been bored spaced 
exactly like those in the iron pump base. 


Over the entire platform, spread 1 inch of 
concrete. For reinforcing quickly place on 
this concrete 10-foot length* of %-inch Iron 
rod* running in both direction* (criss cross) 
and spaced 1 foot apart. Bend the end* to a 
hook shape. Strengthen the platform around 
the manhole opening by placing two rod* on 
each side. Bring the cover to Its full thick- 
ness by immediately tamping in the re- 
maining 4 inches of concrete. Finish the 
surface with a wooden float (a trowel) the 
same a* for sidewalks. If the tin form I* 
used, the manhole cover may be cast at the 
same time a* the remainder of the floor. 
Reinforce the cover with short length of iron 
rods laid criss-cross. 
A* a lifting ring for 


the cover, use half of an old bridle bit or a 
hitching post ring, the end provided with a 
knob of twisted wire or with a nut and large 
washer for holding it firmly in the concrete. 
If the wooden manhole form i* used, care- 
fully remove it after five ttours. After three 
days build the manhole cover the same a* 
for the tin form, with this exception—place 
greased paper or cardboard around the edge 
of the opening to prevent the new concrete 
from sticking to that of the platform. To 
make the manhole cover light in weight, be- 
fore placing the concrete, spread 1% Inches 
of wet aand over the wooden platform in the 
manhole opening and then tamp in the con- 
crete. 
Take care to place the reinforcing 


with 1 Inch of the bottom of the manhole 
cover.

No estimate of the labor Is given, a* the 


suburban or country dweller can easily build 
his own cistern with ordinary farm labor. 


Feeding floor* are merely several side- 


walks laid side by side, and the same general 
rules of construction apply to them. Choose 
a site in the lot where the ground i* slightly 
sloping, well drained and wind protected 
and convenient to feed and water. 


Excavate to a depth of 12 inches for the 


drainage foundation, and around the outside 
ednes of the entire floor dig a trench 12 
inches wide and 18 Inches deep. 
(This 


trench, filled with concrete, prevent* hog 
wallows from undermining the floor and 
keeps the rats from nesting under It.) 
Fill 


all of this space (except the trench) to the 
natural ground level with well-tamped coarse 
gravel, crushed rock, tile culls or brickbats. 
This fill forms the drainage foundation a* for 
sidewalks. 


The floor must be graded or sloped so 
that water will not collect on It in the winter 
and so that the manure washings may be 
caught by the gutters and run to the water- 
tight concrete manure pit. 
(To shape the 


gutter, make a mold or templet by round- 
ing the corners on the flat side of a 6-foot 
length of 4 bv 6-inch timber) a gentle slope, 
toward the low corner of % to *&, of an inch 
for each foot of length, or width, Is sufficient. 
This is secured by the use of a heavy grade 
stake at each corner of the floor, a straight- 
edge or a grade line, and a spirit level. 


It Is an advantage to have a feeding floor

later support the platform on which the con- 
crete cover will be built; and unless these 
wedges are used, the forms will bind and 
be difficult to remove. 
Join the forms at 


the corners bo that thev can be easily taken 
down after the cibtern is, finished. Against 
the earthen \\alls, and braced to the Inside 
forms, set 1-inch boards, 12 inches wide, so 
as to prevent dirt from crumbling and fall- 
ing into the cistern. 


Mix the concrete 1 part Portland cement 


to 2 parts &and to 4 parts crushed rock. In 


wooden platform will support the concrete 
cover until it is self-sustaining. To provide 
for a manhole opening take 1-Inch boards 6 
inches wide and build a bottomless box 6 
inches deep, 2 feet square at the top and 18 
inches square at the bottom—outside meas- 
urements. Another plan is to have the tin- 
smith make a round bottomless tin form 6 
inches deep, 2 feet In diameter at the top 
and 18 inches at the bottom, after the pat- 
tern of a large dish pan without a bottom. 
Grease the manhole frame and set it on the 


weeks old, remove the manhole cover and 
saw an opening in the wooden floor. De- 
scend, knock out the 1-Inch wedges under 
the side wall forms, take the forms apart 
and pass them out through the manhole 
opening. 


It is generally advisable to filter rain 


water. For this purpose provide a filter on 
the outside of the cistern proper. Construct 
this filter in the same way as the cistern 
was built except that the reinforced con- 
crete cover should be loose so that it can be 
removed. Therefore, mold it on a smooth 
surface such as a wooden floor, and later put 
it in place. 
Make the concrete walls and 
bottom 6 inches and the cover 4 Inches thick. 
Under most conditions a filter 2 feet square 
and 8 feet deep In the clear is large enough. 
Carry the walls a few Inches above the sur- 
rounding ground. 
At the filter floor level 


connect the filter with the cistern by means 
of a $ to 8 inch sewer pipe, or drain tile 
laid with carefully cemented mortar joints. 
Likewise, 1 foot from the top, lay a similar 
connection for the pipe leading to the down 
spout. Instead of using a square inside form 
for the filter, a barrel may be used. In the 
filter place a galvanized screen of ^4-inch 
mesh over the pipe opening to the cistern. 
Fill In 18 Inches of coarse charcoal. Covtr 
the charcoal with 6 Inches of sand and gravel. 
Place the slab cover on the filter, and the 
cistern is ready for use. 


Below is given the amount of materials 


required for the cistern and filter. Since the 
prices given are liberal, by getting quotations 
from local dealers, the cost of the cistern 
may be found to be less. 


The cost estimate is as follows: 


Us full thickness above ground. Make light 
floors 4 inches and floors subject to heavy 
loads 6 inches thicK. For the forms use 2- 
inch lumber of a width equal to the floor 
thickness. Begin on a low side of the floor. 
Mark the grade height of each corner stake 
and set the forms to a grade cord stretched 
from stake to stake. Use only good mate- 
rials and mix the concrete 1 part Portland 
cement-.to 244 parts sand to 6 parts screened 
grayel <«• crushed rock, or 1 part Portland 
cement to 6 parts bank-run gravel. 
Meas- 
ure .the materials exactly; count 1 sack of 
cement equal to 1 cubic foot.- 


Always begin placing the concrete on the 


low side of the floor, so that the rain-from 
sudden showers will not run from the hard 
onto the newly placed concrete. Fill the 
trench and the slab section of the forms with 
concrete. 
Bring the surface to grade by 
drawing over it a straight edge with its 
ends on the opposite forms, or with one end 
on the form and the other on the finished 
concrete. Four Inches in from the edge, on 
each of the low sides, temporarily Imbed the 
rounded 4 by 6 Inch gutter mold and tamp 
It down until its square top is even with Uie 
surface of the slab section of the floor. Ro- 
move the mold and finish the surface with a 
wooden float. The day after the concrete in 
each section is placed, carefully throw on a. 
covering of hay or straw, and keep It thor- 
oughly wet for a week. Connect the gutters 
with the manure pit by means of a trough, 
another gutter, or by large drain tile laid 
underground. (See later article on "Manure 
Pits and Cisterns.") 
If concrete feeding 


troughs and racks are to be built at some 
future time, make the necessary mortises by 


temporarily Imbedding beveled block* fer 
wooden frames In the soft concrete.

A concrete barn yard makes s, fine exer-» 


else lot in all kinds of weather and always 
affords a dry spot for the animal'* bed. 
Every shower washes the surface clean and 
flushes the droppings into the manure pita. 
Concrete yards lighten the work of the 
housewife, as there is no mud to be tracked 
on the walks and kitchen floor. The use of

Mixing the concrete by hand, five men 


can usually finish this floor In two days. 
Prices of materials vary greatly In different 
localities. The figures given above are safe; 
but before deciding as to what your own 
floor will cost you, consult local dealers. De- 
pending upon price of labor and materials 
and the thickness of the concrete, the floor 
will cost 6 to 12 cents for each square foot 
of surface. 


It is no uncommon sight In the spring and 
winter to see an earthern barn lot so deep 
with mud that animals go thirsty rather 
than attempt a trip to the water trough. 


The effect is bad on all kinds of live stock, 
especially on fattening animals and dairy 
cattle. "Feeders" must have an abundance 
of water to fatten quickly. Insufficient water 
cuts down the quantity of milk given by 
dairy cows. Lack of enough exercise further 
decreases 
the 
yield. 
An occasional trip 


through this mud to the trough so cakes the 
cows' udders with dirt that the milker wastes 


rubber boots Is unnecessary. 
On concrete 


floors not a particle of grain need be wasted. 
The way to the water trough is always dry, 
smooth and passable. Concrete floors pro- 
mote and protect the health of farm animals* 
and increase the profits of farming, stock 
raising and dairying. 


The construction of concrete barn yards 


Is exactly like that of feeding floors, except 
that the work Is on a larger scale. 
Often 
the entire lot is not paved in one season. 
but from year to year, as the farmer has time. 
In excavating for the drainage foundation, 
be careful to remove all manure and straw 
which may be tramped Into the ground and 
which may be so solid as to resemble earth. 
In time any kind of manure decays, shrinks, 
causes the floor to settle and forms water 
and ice pockets on its surface. Dig the trench 
for the foundatiort apron as for feeding floors 
—there is no material so rat-proof as con- 
crete. 


With the drainage foundation ready, set

valuable time in washing them—and they 
must be washed, if one would have clean, 
wholesome milk. Continual tracking through 
the mud not only makes more currying, but 
often produces that irritation on hoi sea' less 
known as "scratches." Suddenly frozen, such 
an earthen lot is so rough that it is im- 
passable. Moreover, the old barn yard—with 
its surface worked up year after year-—be- 
comes a storage place, which carries over 
the disease germs from one season to an- 
other.

WHITE GRUB IN LAWNS 


BY F. L. WASIIBURN,

O O FAR we have had no complaint, this 
^•5 
season, of white grubs working in 


lawns, but we have seen and caught a large 
number of brown May beetles or Juno bugs, 
which lay eggs in the grass, which pioduce 
the white grubs, so that, even if vve do not 
have complaints this j ear, we are very likely 
to next summer. It takes two years or more 
for these white grubs' to reach maturity from 
the egg 
In the first season they are so very 


small that the effect of their work is not 
noticeable, but the second v ear after the egg 
is laid we are apt to receive dozens of com- 
plaints from citizens. 


There are several ways of combating this 


injurious insect which not only attacks lawns 
but also the roots of strawbeiries and other 
plants, and this division is earnestly seeking 
for even better means of control, if it is pos- 
sible to obtain such. 
Copious watering of 


the lawn, where possible, will sometimes keep 
the grass ahead of the ravages of this grub 
The robins too, seek out and devour these, to 
thum, delicious morsels. 
An entomological 


friend- a practical man—claims that ho has 
got riJ ol them by putting tobacco stems 
thickly on affected parts of the lawn, al- 
lowing rain to leach them, as it were, and 
take the tobacco solution into the soil. Of 
coursa, water from a sprinkler, where pos- 
sible to obtain, would take the place of rain 
in a rainless season. Wo have caught with 
lantern traps this season a large number of 
muturo Juno beetles or "June bugs," and 
eggs have been laid after 
females 
were 


trapped; indicating that lantern traps are a 
very good thing, used early in the season, and 
may attract females before the period of egg 
laying 
At Lake-wood cemetery, Minneapolis, 


following our suggestion, they havo used 
lantern traps made by placing lighted lan- 
terns over tubs, and in each tub a little 
water covered with kerosene—which latter is 
deadly to nil Insect life—and caught hun- 
dreds of thpsp brown beetles 
Of course, the 


effect 
of this wholesale slaughter of 
the 


brown beetle would not be iccn on tho lawn 
the summer the Inntern traps were used, for 
the grubs doing Injury at that time oame 
from egga laid a year or no before. 
It Is 


that some apparatus may be devised 


for piercing the grubs as they lie, an Inch 
or so below the surface of the ground—some 
kind of "pounder," filled with spikes closely 


! set together, might be used with success, 


where the sod has begun to show brown. 


ARTIFICIAL DRAINAGE 


nr* HE methods of artificial drainage are dl- 
•*• 
vided 
into two classes, viz.: open 


ditches and covered conduits or underdrains. 
Each class is often used separately, but It 
is frequently found necessary to combine 
the two. particularly when large areas are 
diained or where ravines or creeks are not 
at hand to offer an outlet to the underdrains. 


Although the original cost is greater, good 


underdrains should be Installed In prefer- 
ence to open ditches, for the following rea- 
sons: 
Open ditches, if the current is slow, 


fill up in a few years. They also occupy a 
considerable area In the field and are always 
In tho way. 


Thiough many years of experimentation 


tile hive proven to be the best kind of un- 
derdrains. In the northwest, however, they 
are far too expensive at present. The best 
substitute that can be made for them is the 
triangular box drain, made out of undressed 
pine.—O. M. Osborne. Assistant Agronomist, 
Idaho Experjment Station. 


VALUE OF GOOD ROADS 


fT» HE value of farming land depends very 
* 
largely on the distance from a market 


A good road has the effect of shortening the 
time required for carrying a load of produce 
to market, which Is practically the same 
thing as shortening the distance. 


Howard H. Gross, in the Two Harbors. 


Minn., News, relates tho story of a hard- 
headed German farmer at Sheboygan, who In 
a very graphic and comprehensive way, told 
of the value of good roads as It appeared to 
him. He said: "My farm is ten miles from 
market. If It was only five miles from mar- 
ket. It would be worth $16 an acre more. I 
cannot move my farm In, but if we can build 
a good road to my farm I can come In the 
ten miles with my produce easier than 1 
could com* In five mile* to to wo." 


BUILDING OF ROADS 


BY R. M. DOHRE.

*T*HE farmer has a right, both moral and 
•*- 
legal, to receive state and national aid 


In the building of his roads. 
He already 


pays an unjust proportion of the taxes. His 
property is largely of such a nature that 
he can neither hide It nor conceal Its value 
and when the assessor comes around it has 
to be said even the pigs squeal as though 
determined not to be overlooked. 
On the 


other hand. It Is a well-known fact that 
a large percentage of city and corporation 
property escapes taxation. 
Then, too, do 


not cities profit from public improvements 
out of proportion to the amount of taxes 
they pay? Look at Fargo, ior example, with 
the agricultural college, the state fair, the 
Cass county courthouse, the federal building 
and many other buildings and improvements 
from which tho city secures revenue vastly 
greater than the taxes paid by Its citizens 
for the support of these institutions and im- 
provements. 
Being recipients of these spe- 


cial privileges, why should they not in turn, 
by a system of state aid, help the farmers 
build adequate roads which would be of great 
and lasting benefit to the city as well as the 
country? 


The national government has expended 


millions upon the Improvement of harbors, 
livers, canals and other waterways; It has 
given millions upon millions of dollars worth 
of land to private corporations for the build- 
ing of railroads, but it has been conspicuous- 
ly parsimonious In aiding the building of 
public highways. The result Is that we have 
the finest steamships, the best harbors and 
the most efficient railroad service in the 
world, but our public roads are Incomparably 
poorer than those of the least civilized coun- 
try of Europe. The state is taxing its entire 
population for the support of educational in- | 
stltutlons that are of direct benefit only to ' 
the few who take advantage of those schools 
and yet we all admit that the state Is more 
than Justifi"d in making this expenditure. 
Tho expenditure of money secured through 
country, state and national aid for the Im- 
provement of our country roads Is equally 
justifiable and ran be defended: 


Kim—On the ground of juntlce to the 


people In the country who *re not receiving 
their full share of benefit* from the ex- 
penditure of most public money. 


Second—Because it would effect a reduc- 


tion of 10 per cent In the cost of living and 
otherwise benefit people who do not live in 
the country. 
« 


Third—The future of the country demands 


that the comforts of country life shall, as 
far as possible, equal those of city life. 


It is sometimes thought that the building 


and maintaining of good roads will necessi- 
tate the expenditure of vast sums of money, 
but such is not the case. It is not a question 
of any new expendituie. The expenditure is 
being made now. 
It is a question, not of 


throwing money away, but of saving the In- 
calculable loss that the country yearly sus- 
tains through the low efficiency of Its roads 
and of Increasing the value of farm property 
by making markets more easily accessible. 


Everyone will readily agree with the 


statement that good roads would greatly In- 
crease the market value of faim lands. If 
this were not so. then, why do farms near 
towns where the roads are not good. In- 
variably sell at a much higher price than 
those at a distance? Good roads would tend 
to equalize this difference arid I bellove that 
uniformly good roads would Inciease the 
value of farm land by an average of at 
least tl an acre throughout the 
entire 


farming section of our state. 


The profit from a farm, as well as from 


every other line of business. Is the difference 
between the cost of production and 
the 


selling price 
If the cost of marketing is too 


great to leave a fair margin of profit, the 
land will command a meager price and Its 
cultivation will be unprofitable regardless of 
Its fertility. 
In some parts of our country, 


timber la considered an Inrumbrance on the 
land, potatoes rot In the ground and fruit 
on the trees, while in other sections these 
commodities are so high priced as to be be- 
yond the reach of most people, and all be- 
cause the cost of transportation does not 
permit the producer to transport them to 
the markets at a price which the consumer 
ran pay. Tho question of roads Is. therefore, 
A Vital one and Is of practical Importance 
ns the only way of reducing the cost of 
reaching the market and thus Increasing the 
profits.

It will be impossible to 
keep a quorum here.

senrttors have left Washington, aud 
others are preparing to get away aa 
soon na a vote is taken on several 
questions which they regard as impor- 
tant. 


As soon as President Taft vetoes tho 


free list bill or the wool bill the Dem- 
ocrats of the house will hare 'an 
abundant excuse for ceasing to pass 
tariff bills, and so an adjournment can 
be taken. 


May Remain In Conference. 


It Is quite certain that a number ot 


Important measures will remain In 
conference. 
The resolution for the 


election of senators by direct vote 
seems to be one of the measures that 
cannot be agreed upon at this session. 


If the campaign publicity bill passes 


It will be amended to cover primaries, 
and it, too, will remain In conference. 
The same fate may await the New- 
Mexico and Arizona bill, The reap- 
portlonment bill, which increases the 
number of representatives to 433, 
seems to be sure to pass. 


Curiou* Tariff Condition*. 


If a man should write reams and 


reams of copy for an American news- 
paper while abroad and send It to the 
paper In this country it would be ad- 
mitted free of duty. If he sent a doz- 
en photographs to Illustrate the ar- 
ticle he would have to pay 25 per cent 
of the value of the photographs In 
duty. No one pretends that such a 
duty Is needed In onr scheme of rev- 
enue, but It is a protection to Ameri- 
can photographers against European 
photographers.

American photographers needed that 
protection and was informed that Eu- 
ropeans finished their photographs bet- 
ter, gave better work and th.it Ameri- 
cans preferred this better work.

re-assembling ot parliament, 


Lord Lansdowne and other peers 01- 
fured certain amendments to the bill. 
These amendments are still under 
discussion, but the more important 
of them seem ceiiain of adoption. 
Their essential feature is that, in- 
stead of giving the House of Com- 
mons the last voi'e on legislation, 
bills which it passi :- and which the 
Lords reject must lie submitted to a 
popular referendum in they concern 
euch matters as Irish home rule or 
"any other grave matter upon which 
the electorate has not been suffic- 
iently consulted." 


The referendum proposition looks 


fair at first sight, but the real idea 
is that when both houses are Conser- 
vative there will never be any refer- 
endum because there will never be 
any differences of opinion 
between 


them, whereas legislation by a Lib- 
eral House of Commons will always 
be held up 
by 
the 
Conservative 


House of Lords, rendering any Lib- 
eral administration one long series 
of expensive referendum after refer- 
endum and delay after delay. 
The 
result will not only be to give the 
Conservatives two chances 
on 
all 


bills to the Liberals' one, but it will 
give all Liberal administrations an 
appearance of continual turmoil and 
conflict, while the Conservative ones 
will invariably move as smoothly as 
if greased. 


The Commons will therefore assur- 


edly reject the amended veto bill. 
The Lords, it appears now will re- 
fuse to pass it in its original form. H 
will be Premier Ashquith's cue to 
ask King George to create enough 
new Liberal peers 
to outvote tlif 


Conservatives in the present House 
of Lords. 
There has 
been 
much 


speculation as to what 
the 
King 


would do in such a case. 


Now, King George is well, known 


to be a Conservative at heart. 
He 


would, probaiy.y nevertheless, yielu 
to the Liberals' demand for the nu'A' 
peers if he considered 
resistance 


hopeless. 
There arc 
indications, 


however, that he has recently been 
convinced that it would not be hope- 
less,, ^though there can be no ques- 
tion that it must be dangerous. 


The coronation ceremony brought 


to London for the first time in sev- 
eral years a full attendance of the 
peers. They came to London to take 
part in the ceremonies but during 
tne intervals they \\ere far more se- 
riously occupied than this. In the 
absence of any clear lead from the 
men at the head of their order the 
ratik and file tooJ^ttte-opportunity 
to form their own policy. 
From all 


quarters come indications that they 
made up their minds to fight. 


There is no doubt that the coro- 


nation encouraged them. They took 
their parts in it very seriously. They 
believe that 
their 
appearance in 


Westminster AbbeyTrobed and coro- 
ncted, impressed the-people immense- 
ly. Indeed, many of them seized the 
chance to show themselves in the 
streets in full regalia in the hope of 
heightening this 
supposedly good 


impression upon the masses. They 
are convinced that their popularity 
has been revived. They regard the 
coronation as a great electioneering 
ass.et. 
It has made the people, they 


think, at least temporarily enthusi- 
astic for the aristocracy 
and the 


King. 
The.y seriously hold the view 


that, if they can force an election in 
a few weeks, the coronation would 
insure a conservative victory. 


If the King refuses the Liberals' 


demand for new peers such an elec- 
tion must 
follow immediately. 
It 


must be borne in mind that the peers 
have the right ol access to the King. 
It is certain that they are exercising 
this right and that great pressure, is 
being brought upon the throne to 
refuse the Liberals' demand. 
With 


his sympathy already on the side of 
the Conservatives and all these as- 
surances being poured into his oars 
that he and the aristocracy can win 
if he stands firm, it would be strange 
if he did not incline to take the peers' 
view. 
At any late, it is tho popular 


opinion in political circles—Liberal 
ajid Conservatives Jilike—that he 
does take their view. 


The new peers being refused, Tre- 


mir Asquith and bis Liberal minis- 
try will have to resign 
and there 


must be a fresh election, perhaps 
after a few days' administration by 
A r t h u r .1. Balfnur, the Conservative 
leader, who can. however, last hut 
the shortest possible time with the 
Liberal majority against him in the 
Commons. 


The next elect ion, if one comes un- 


der such circumstances, will be the 
fiercest ever fought in Kngland. II 
will be surprising it it passes w i t h o u t 
bloodshed.
